The closing feature of Huerta's mes-

such a result, was regarded with some 
significance as indicating that Huerta 
himself was at least recognising the 
possibilities of his own elimination.

Mexico City, Nov. 20.—'One of the 
last acts of 1'roMsional President Hu 
erta as dictator, before the assembling 
of congress -placing a restriction on 
his powers, was aii 'edict today mak- 
ing a sweeping increase in the in- 
ternal taxes of Mexico.

AT THE SOURCE. 


Th.at the new income tax is 
not 


working out to the satisfaction of the 
framcrs of this measure is certain, 
and the Wall Street Journal takes up 
the question of the idea of collection 
at the source in the following man- 
ner. Of course the law lias only been 
in effect since November 1st, but al- 
ready its defects-are being discovered 
quickly by those who seek for thorn, 
according to an Eastern exchange. 


"An 
enormous burden has 
been 


thrown on banks and bankers and on 
the investment community by 
this 


method of collecting the tax. 
The 


statement by a Chicago bond dealer 
that Chicago banks in the past fort- 
night b.ave spent $25,000 to collect 
barely $i;000 of tax, does not appear 
overdrawn. There are an enormous 
number 
of instances—literally 
mil- 


lions—where, to collect the tax on a 
single coupon for $20, $25 or $30, a 
separate certificate must be made out 
by the owner, a separate record k^irt 
by the bank or other collecting agent, 
and a separate letter of advice that 
collection has been made. For a tax 
amounting to 20. 25 or 30 cents, it is 
no exaggeration to say that the cost 
of collection at the source amounts in 
stationery, postage, clerical labor ?nd 
time of principals to anywhere from 
three to ten times this sum, or even 
more. 


"Had congress seen fit to accept the 


recommendation that, instead of col- 
lection at the source, there be substi- 
tuted the principle of 'information at 
the source,' the greater part of this 
expense, waste and annoyance could 
have been avoided. A mere declara- 
tion by the holder as to his ownership 
of the security might have been re- 
ouired. under penalty of a 1 per cent 
deduction for tax i f ' not furnished. 
This could have been very simple and 


, in such form that any clerk, could .at- 


tend to all details -without making in- 
fiuiry of anyone. 
The owner would 


simply affix his signature.. 


"Under this plan, c.ounons would be 


. accepted as deposits by banks, as 
heretofore, with" no deduction, fuss or 
worry. 
The certificates of ownership 


would find their way in due course to 
the 
collector 
of internal revenue, 


whose force could classify them as 
now. 
Then 
the government would 


have a complete record, so far as in- 
come from coupon interest is con- 
cerned, from'which it could deal di- 
rect with the individual. ' Ninety per 
cent of the extra labor thrown 
on 


banks would be eliminated, with 
a 


corresponding reduction in irritation: 
The 
question of exemption 
would 


trouble no one but the government 
and the individual. 


"Why the framers of this measure 


should have failed to adopt so sound 
a suggestion, it is difficult to see. 
Through the corporation income tax 
and its agents throughout the country 
it 
h.ad an excellent opportunity to 


•check up the;htilk of the bonded debt 
of the country's corporations. 


"This plan might not be as prac- 


ticable for some other classes of se- 
curities. 
But if it had been applied 


to bond interest alone the advantage 
would have been almost, incalculable. 
As it is. the scheme is a colossal and 
costly blunder."

"11: we can lind some 
one ;that will furnish us wood and 
| will pay a reasonable price for the 
work, it is probable that this plan will 
he adopted, as the men are 
given 
physical punishment and it will not 
mean a dead loss to the county," ex- 
plained Mr. Whipple. 
Work has been slack among the 
farmers for the lust week and it has 
caused considerable trouble to pla.ce 
the large number of men who have 
been conimitted to the jail, but with 
the coming of the tobacco season it is 
expected that this difficulty will be 
adjusted.
